Chinese proved for Baity an impaaaible 
barrier. There, Phoenix produced the 
black bottle ; Pike, a cat-aliwg decanter — 
welcoming drinks for Balfy ! He always 
stayed at 'Chinese.' Chinese pr0v«d Bal- 
ty's Deliliah. There was he regularly 
(born of'hu dust, his sobriety, bin resolu- 
tions. Time after time did he leave tho 
river, resolved to'be- a man, to be strong, 
to procrastinate the spree he had promised 
himself until he reached Sonora.

Our bullying over neighboring 
American republics in the acquisition ot 
Texae,the filibustering Walker, the Cnban 
and.otber questions had actually excited 
ealousy and apprehension of inferior in- 
dependent governments. The annexation 
of San Domingo would make the United 
States a grand laud shark contingent and 
eave an inference that any ncminal bead 
of a country might count upon the flag 
and Treasury of tbe United btates as an 
ally whenever he is ready to betray and 
sell bis country. 
Forced and artificial 


rrowth are not like the natural expansion 
if a country, aud was nearly always a posi- 
ive calamity. The want of homogenity 
Between tho people of our recently'ac- 
quired possessions and tbe revolution and 
social disturbances between the master 
race nnd freed men of the South, embit- 
tered by defeat, and studying political re- 
venge tor tbe future, admonished us that 
tho risks of the future ought not to be 
multiplied, though all tho ragged a id fugi- 
tive 
kingdoms of tlie 
world should 


seek annexation to tbe United Stolen. One 
of the arguments for annexation is that 
we needed tbe liarbor of the Biy of Sa- 
muna to protect our commerce, but Sa- 
maiia by its extreme easterly locality was 
out of the track of commerce and by its 
remoteness is entirely ucelras. Tbe idea 
of its purchase *as merely a temporary 
expedient, necessitated by tho rebellion iu 
consequence of all of our Southern har- 
bors being in tbe hands of the rebels. 
It 


ooHld not be needed us u defensive pomt 
bcoiuso WB had uothiiiir there to defend, 
mid nine-tenths of our military officers 
would doubtless tentuy that even witb 
an expenditure the Bay of Saniiua would 
be a source of weakness to the United 
States. 
Tba Dominicans could never 


become 
harmonious 
in win- 


ners, 
omtoms, 
religion 
or 


language with our people. 
Gros"ly ig- 


norant and superstitious, reeking in filth 
and laziness, regardless of marrUiie or its 
binding power, they would prove to us a 
serious political and moral us well as 
financial inoumbrance. Bafore lowering 
our standard of intelligence by admitting 
them to share iu governing tho United 
States, we should exact and train our four 
millions of froedmen. Honor was not to 
bo acquired by pushing our American in- 
stitutions towards tbe equator, where uven 
tho freedom's purest metal jicidstothe 
ervent heat. 
Our proper development 


was Northerly. Neutral laws had ordered 
our union with tho British provinces 
tforth of tbe United States, and our faa- 
.idious Anglo-Snxon Northern neighbors 
ibould not be induced by tha belief that 
he rubbish of the West Indies or any 
ither quarter -was to be cited into our 
Jnion indiscriminately. Tbo batch of 
Sewiird treaties were all bad. 


Morrill then referred to the provisions 


n tbe Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850, that 
he United States shall not exercise do- 
minion over contignous territory in the 
ropics co long as European nations arc 
also excluded. This was a sensible Amer- 
can construction of what was vaguely 
understood as tho Monroe dootxine. He 
contended that we had already an abund- 
nce of sugar and cotton lands in tlie 
South, and should not attempt to post- 
lone the development of tho vigorous 
States of the West in order to hatch ont a 
new brood of States in distant seas. The 
lartbquake shocks,which so late es 1342 
submerged the 
Dominican chores for 


sixty milof, were not more pretentious 
than would be tho shock to onr political 
system 
from a misalliance 
with one 


or all of the West India Islands. The 
itatistics of Dominican commerce were in 
'aot a mere bubble. Exports had steadily 
and immensely declined, and the island 
consumed little and offered no market for 
us. The value of, its products had been 
spoken of, but cocosnuts and bannanan 
would not pay off the pnblic debt. No 
revenue could be derived from tbe island, 
3ut while it had not an. acre of pnblic 
and, and its citizens would not libor, wo 
would have to provide an expensive civil, 
permanent naval squadron, and station a 
regiment oi soldiers there. 
River and 


barbor improvements would have to be 
made, and railroads with subsidies [laugh- 
ter] would be postal or military necessi- 
ties. The unhealthy clim«te would pre- 
vent emigration from tbe United States, 
and the popular vote obtained through the 
iuticement of B-IP*: and moral forre of the 
presence of the United States navy, a de- 
Insive jugglo. He (MotrilJ) placed little 
relia'ice upon any evidence that tho Do- 
minican people were in favjr of boing 
annexed to the United States, though ho 
admired President Grant's inflexible per- 
severance more than bis political sagacity 
in adhering to his annexation policy with- 
out ony one supporting public or pirty 
sentiment. He concluded wiih an illusion 
to the historical warning consequences of 
undne territorial aggTandj/pioent. 


Upon the conclusion of Mornll's speech 


the Senate took up the concurrent resolu- 
tion from tbe House Joint General Inves- 
tigating C mimitteft on the South. Tbe 
pending amendment, to require the com- 
mittee to report Irom time to time during 
the recess was withdrawn.

Georgia, and no general lawlessness exist- 
ed tbere. 


Casserly also stated tbe reasons-which 


induced him to oppose the resolution. 


The pending question bein^ the House

to a mass of burning, smokinj; wall«, that 
fell from time to time with a noise of 
thunder. 
The books ond valuables from 


the safe and 
pome law, medical, leg- 


islative and miscellaneous volumes, issued 
by tbe house, and on the first floor, were 
removed in safety to tho Delcvan Honxo 
and other places ia the' neighborhood, but 
with these exceptions it was found i 
sible to save anything from tho sudden 
rnin. Over three hundred people are 
thrown out of employment, while the firm 
of Weed, Parsons & Co. sustain a loss of 
$350,000 above their insurance, which 
amounts to $100,000. 
All the houses on 


tke west side of Broadway, between Nos. 
COG and C32 were destroyed. 
They were 


small bnildings and valued at about^S.000 
each. Tbe loss apart from that .sustained 
by Weed & Parsons will [reach tho vicin- 
ity of $100000, and the aggregate loss 
will'reaeh about half a million.fi The re- 
mains of a young man have been found in 
the ruins. •

Xow, al- 
though Perrin intended to finish sinking 
the wells upon his newly acquired piop 
orty, he supposed that by pa)ing for tho 
labor already performed upon the flame, 
and if noceasary allowing something for 
loss of tinio, &c , incurred in tran&fer, he 
could put workmen of his own -"election 
upon the

his convenience. But Sniffle", who 
taken the. contract of the pro\ions owner 
of the lund. swore by all the gas at East 
Sandy that he would drill tho wel'm with 
his men, and also threw out the pleasant 
intimation that if the now land owner 
(Perrin) came on tho IOIMO, he (Studies) 
would "hang bis ck'm on tha fence," to u<,o 
his thrilling words.

MTEBS' FURNITURE MAJTUFAOTORT. — 


The large furniture manufactory of Mr. 
S. J. Myers ia situated at the old Holli- 
day Dam, now known as Myers* Dam, on 
Oil creek, about a mile west of onr city 
The property covers an area of about 35 
acres, and extends from a point fifteen 
rods above the dam, to the Holliday 
bridge twlow. Tbe water, privilege was 
purchased three years ago for $1,800. 
Since then a stone dam has been built at 
a cost of $l,oOO. 
It 's saven feet high, 


and the race extends down to the bridge, 
where a fall of fourteen feot could easily 
be obtained. About 30 rods below the 
dam, stands the furniture factory, which 
was built at » cost of $8,000. The build- 
ing is 120 feet long, and 30 feot wide, and 
two storie.s high, with basement. The 
wheel is upon tho turbine principle and 
s 2."> horse power. 
It ia s,,n|j beneath 


the centre of tho building, and has never 
itoppcd running, day or night, since it 
wns put in place, two years ngo. The 
>owor is perpetual, summnr and winter. 
Directly over the wheel is a largo room 
jailed tlie bolt room, whoro rough stook is 
kept, nnd tho lumber is cut in the rough, 
by means of a circular .saw.
